Judged by the expressions I have already 
heard no news is so grateful to all classes 
in Havana as the announcement that a def- 
inite day has been designated for compiete 
American control, but they think the time 
set is too far off. 

A number of.Cubans traveled with me on 
the steamer. A few of them were returning 
from Europe, but the majority were from 
New York and other American cities. They 
were all men of means and generally stated 
that they would have nothing to start wan 
under the new conditions. 


Opposed: to Annexation. 


Most of them held out stoutly against the 
idea of annexation with the United States 


for a time, at least, and gave reasons for 


their position. They all recognized the 
necessity of American military occupation 
and deprecated the agitation of the brine «sen 
leaders agafmnst it. 

\ I should say the return of this press of 
Cubans will have a decidedly beneficial ef- 
fect. Their influence, while apparently it 
will be exerted against annexation, will be 
conservative and will be one of the quer: 
antees of stable government. 

While most of these well-to-do Cubans are 
against annexation, I found one exception. 
He was a young fellow, a member of a 
\well-known family which in spite of re- 


\werses is still wealthy. 


“Tt looks natural,” he said ‘as the vessel 
passed Morro Castle and swung into the 
harbor. “I’ve been away four years in 
Europe and the United States and I'm glad 
to be back in Havana. But I want to be 
an American citizen, though I won’t dare 
tell my family.”’ 

I had been curious to know what classes 
of Cubans were returning to the island, and 
at Tampa was able to make some inquiries. 


Better Class Refugees Returning. 

“They are mostly of the better class,” 

said the agent of the steamship company. 
‘Nearly all are refugees who came here 
with their femilies or sent them here during 
the last year or so, They all have money, or 
manage to get it. 
Because they are buying 
passage you must not think they ar@used to 
that way of traveling. We have. not got 
first-class accommodations for them all, and 
they prefer to go second-class rather than 
wait. I should say nine-tenths of the Cu- 
bans who are going back from here are good 
people. The other tenth would be a nuisance 
in any community, and we are willing to be 
rid of them.”’ 

The tobacco factories around Tampa were 
hot running full time, but enough of them 
at Ybor City were in operation to keep 
the majority of the tobacco workers em- 
ployed a part of the time. 

An impression has gone abroad that the 
day Cuba was opened up to the outside 
world the Cuban tobacco workers would 
desert the factories and float back to thé 


about it.

| “No,” he said, “ you must give the Cuban 
credit for thrift in one thing. Hs Goes net 
throw up a good job for an uncertainty.

CHARLES E. 
SEEKS VOLUNTARY BANKRUPTCY. 
| | 
States in His Petition That the Col- 
lapse of Colosseam Amusement 
Company and Other 


Liabilities Mach Lower—E. G. Les- 
syneski Also Asks Relief—Munson 
Belting Concern Makes Assignment 


With liabilities apparently of $1,250,000, 
Attorney Charles E. Wyman petitioned for 
voluntary bankruptcy in the United States 
District Court yesterday. About five yeare 
ago he floated the Colosseum Amusement 
company, which was to erect a large hall on 
the West Side. Shortly after he helped to 
promote the Illinois Construction company 
to build the Illinois Bouthwestern railroad, 
when the filing of several creditors’ bills 
caused the amusement company to collapse. 

Mr. Wyman computes apparently he lost 
$999.600 in the railway enterprise, having 
9,906 umpaid shares of the capital stock. He 
took 600 shares of the Colosseum Amusement 
company, valued at $60,000. These items are 
claseed among the possible liabilities. Twos 
claims of $50,000 each, in connection with the 
Central Improvement company and the Chi- 
cago Improvement company, both defunct, 
are included in the same category. W. 
Heinemann, a real estate dealer, 84 La Salle 
street, is a creditor for $36,000. Mr. Wyman 
possesses, among other property, 450 shares 
in the Brandenberg Under Car Electric 
railway company. 

Mr. Wyman said last night that the esti- 
mate of liabilities at $1,250,000 was but nom- 
iva!, and that in reality his indebtedness 
amounts to less than §70,000. The transac- 
tions which brought him the trouble were 
all carried on from 1891 to 18938, and his pe- 
tition now is merely taking advantage of 
the bankruptcy law. He seid that asa pro- 
moter he held ‘targe blocks of stock, for 
which he was only apparently liable, and 
which never formed a legitimate indebted- 
ness. 

Unsuccessful speculations on the Board of 
Trade are said to have caused the failure 
of Edward G. Leszynsky, who filed a petition 
for voluntary bankruptcy in the United 
States District Court. The scheduled lia- 
bilities approximate $44,000. The secured 
creditors include the [Filinois' Trust and 
Savings Bank, which» has filed a claim of 
$15,000. 

The Charles Munson Belting company, 36 
South Canal street, made a voluntary as- 
signment in‘the County Court, naming the 
Chicago Title and Trust company as as- 
signee. The failure is said to have resulted 
from trade depression. . Assets and ae 
are not stated. 


MARZEN JURY N a DEADLOCK. 


Unable to Reach a Verdict After Sev- 
Hours’ Deliberation—Will Re- 
port This his Morning. | 


The fate of Nic Marben, who has been on 
trial in Judge Baker’s court charged with the 
murder of Fritz Holzhueter, will be known 
this morning. The jury retired late yester- 
day afternoon, but at 10:30 o'clock last even- 
ing they had arrived at no agreement as to 
the verdict, and Judge Baker adjourned 
court until this morning at 10 o'clock. 

Marszen and his friends look upon this state 
of affairs as favorable to the defense. The 
jurors are said to be evenly divided. 

After the jury had retired in the afternoon 
Judge Baker adjourned.court until 8:15 
o'clock, but at that hour no word was re- 
ceived from the jury. At 10 o'clock a bailiff 
was sent to ask the jurors if there was any 
prospect of a verdict.. He returned with the 
information that there was not. Judge 
Baker remained until 10:30 o'clock and then 
decided to allow the jurors the entire night 
to discuss the case. 

Nic Marzen was arrested on Feb. 25, 1895, 
and charged with the murder of Fritz Holz- 
hueter, whose partly cremated body was 
found, the preceding day beneath a tree at 
Ninety-fourth street and Western avenue, in 

n Park. Holzhdeter’s clothing had 
been soaked with kerosene, and the side of 


the body which rested on the ground was 


frozen almost solid. 

Holzhueter had been a butcher and saloon- 
keeper at Thirty-eight and Honoré streets, 
He was an intimate friend of Marzen, who 
conducted a saloon and meat market at 3517 
Halsted street. The two men left Marzen’s 
saloon together on' the morning of Jan. 30, 
1895, saying they were going to the country 
to. buy calves. Holzhueter never returned. 
While in Marzén’s saloon Holzhueter dis- 
played about $250. 

In about half an hour after the two men 
had departed Marzen returned to the saloon. 
Witnesses testified that a kerosene car 
found near Holzhueter’s body had belonged 
to Margen. Although Marzen had been em- 
barrassed financially prior to Jan. 30, it is 
paid he had considerable money after that 
date and paid several bills. It was the 
theory of the police from the start that Mar- 
zen killed Holzhueter in Marzen’s barn with 
@ meat cleaver and concealed his body be- 
neath the floor, where he kept it for three 
weeks. Blood stains were found on the walls 
and fidor of Marzen’s barn, and his butcher 
wagon was found to be soaked with kero- 
sene. 

Marzen’s first trial began in January, 1896, 
and lasted seven weeks. He was convicted 
and sentenced to be hanged on May 15 of 
that year. Governor Altgeld granted a stay 
of execution and the Supreme Court granted 
him a new trial, which began on Sept, 27 last 
before Judge Baker. 

Marzen is about 89 years old and has a wife 
and two children. He has been in jail over 
three and a half years. — 


INGERSOLL IS FOR EXPANSION. 


Declares the United States Should Keep 
All the Philippines—Predicts Dis- 
memberment of China. 


Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll and Mrs. 
Ingersoll are registered at the Auditorium 
Annex. Colonel Ingersoll is heartily in 
favor of the Chicago peace jubilee, and a 
firm believer in a national policy of ex- 
pansion. 

“ The jubtiee celebration is eminently 
appropriate,” he said to a reporter for Tuy 
TRIBUNE yesterday afternoon. “ The peo- 
ple have reason to rejoice over the outcome 
of the war, and they ought to thank the 
heroic fighters who have given us the vic- 
tory and covered our country with glory. 

“I am in favor of keeping the Philippines. 
I want to see these people saved from the 
crueities of Spain. They have suffered 
for centuries and been robbed and deceived. 
Nothing could be more cruel than to re- 
turn them back to the Spanish. Some say 


the Spaniards have been good to them, that 


the priests have educated them, but yet the 
first thing the Filipinos did was to petition 
to havé all the priests removed. 

“I believe in growth, and the greater the 
better. I am not frightened by the advice 
George Washington gave to the republic 
when it was in its cradle. At that time it 
was g00d advice, but not now. 

“Yet thousands of people believe it still. 
Thousands repeated this advice when we 
purchased Louisiana, thousands repeated 
it again when we got Florida, thotisands 
repeated it after the Mexican war, thou- 
sands repeated it when we bought Alaska, 
thousands repeated it when we annexed the 
Sandwich Islands, and now they are re- 
peating it again, fearing that we are to 
have Cuba, Porto Rico, the Philippines, and 
a few other islands in the Pacific Ocean. 

* China will be dismembered. The Chinese 
are petrified and seem incapgble of progress. 
They are like some of our leading Democrats. 
But we have something to do in that country 
and we cannot sit by and see it divided 
among other nations of the earth.’’ 

Colonel Ingersoll predicts a great wave of 
prosperity for the United States. ‘‘ Business 
is reviving. There is no wild speculation— 
tha* is good—but there is steady growth and 
advancement. The banks are full, the 
Treasury is full, so I think President Mc- 
Kinley is justified when he says that the 
country is prosperous.” 

Colonel Ingersoll predicts that the next 
Congress will be Republican. 

“Still, this is an off year,’ he said, “‘ and 
there may be losses in many Congressional 
districts. I do not believe the Republican 
logres will be enough to give the Democrats 
a majority in the next Congress."’

The Coroner’s jury had two sessions today 
at the stockade, where they examined sev- 
eral witnesses. They were all ex-guards 
who are under nominal arrest by the militia 
and for whom a blanket warrant was sworn 
out yesterday charging them with conspir- 
acy to murder and murder in connection with 
Wednesday’s fight. 

The general idea conveyed was that while 
the men were employed to defend the prup- 
erty of the Chicago-Virden Coal company 
they not only did not fire any shots them- 
selves but they had no time to see whether 
any of their comrades fired upon the mob. 
This applied to the guards stationed inside 
the grounds. The members of the train 
escort either declined to answer on that 
point or said they did not remember. The 
coal company has several witnesses to ex- 
amisge, including Manager Lukins, and it 
will take one or more days to conciude. — 

Six of the negro miners who came north on 
the fated train escaped into the stockade 
and are now there. 


Lukins Scores the Officials. . 
~ Tonight Manager Lukins gave the follow- 
ing statement to the Associated Press: 

** Now that I have time to do it, I desire to 
let the public know something of the inside 
history of the trouble we ave justhad. We. 
have been trying for six months to get a set-— 
tlement with our miners. We would not |; 
have had any trouble in effecting a settle- | 
ment with our men had it not been for out- 
side influence. as the men were almost 
unanimously of the opinion that the prices 
fixed for this district had been placed too 
high and were willing to work ata lower 
rate, provided they could have the sanction 
of their organization to do so. All efforts 
towards a settlement having failed we began 
to Gonsider the question of securing labor 
operate the plants, as it was impossible for 
us to leave the mines idle, owing to the large 
expense connected with the maintenance of 
such property and the loss of profits which 
would necessarily accrue during a long 
period of idleness. We arranged for men 
and brought the first load here on Sunday 
morning, Sept. 25. Owing to the large crowd 
of miners here and the hostile demonstra- 
tions that they made it was found impos- 
sible to land them without loss of life and 
the train was run through to Springfield, 
where the miners were captured by the 
United Mineworkers and most of them re- 
turned to their homes. 


Notified of Danger. 

“Before we shipped these men we ab- 
pealed to the Mayor of the City of Virden 
and also to the Sheriff of Macoupin County 
for protection against the armed mob con- 
gregating about our property, threatening 
the property and the lives of the employés. 
The Mayor promised at first that he would 
afford us protection, and if he was unable 
to do so he would call on the Sheriff for as- 
sistance. After riotous acts had been com- 
mitted by the strikers I appealed to him to 
carry out his agreement. He told me that 
he had been assured by the miners that no 
harm would be done by them, and that any- 
thing that was done was just simply in the 
nature of a bluff, and that the leaders had 
assured him positively that they had con- 
trol of the situation, and would not allow 
any rioting or injury done to our property or 
to our employés. I tried to convince him 
that he was making a serious mistake in 
trusting them, but I Was Seemingly unable 
to éonvince him 

‘Sheriff Davidson was still weaker, more 
inefficient, and more unreliable, if anything, 
than the Mayor, and has furnished us prac- 
ticaly no protection, but has called on the 
Governor to furnish that protection.”’ 

Mr. Lukins then gives the correspond- 
ence with Governor Tanner, which hag al- 
ready been published. He points out that 
thé Governor would not afford protection to 
the imported laborers, but insisted that they 
be kept out of the town.

President Baker Sails for the Scene. 

Baltimore, M4d., Oct. 15.—[Special.]—At 2 
o’clock this morning President Beker of the 
Atiantic Transport line, who resides at Ca- 
tonsville, five miles west of this city, was 
informed by telephone of the disaster to the 
Mohegan, and he at once determined to go 
to the scene of the disaster.

It is 
shown that Schley was wrong {n all his 
ideas; that he staid at Cienfuegdé contrary 
to orders; and that when he reached San- 
tiago and found the fleet there hé proposed 
to go away to coal his vessels, arid was only 
stopped by the urgent demand of Sampson; 
that at no time did Schley maintain a block- 
ade of Santiago which would hayé prevent- 
ed the Spaniards going out had tiey so de- 
sired. These reports show clearl¥ that an 
effective blockade was not enférced until 
Sampson arrived and ordered Schity’s ships 
closer to the mouth of the harbot.*

Spain’s Agents May Withdraw. 

The American commissioners by a rigid 
interpretation of the protocol, and by their 
persistent refusal to admit the discussion of 
outside points, have completely disconcerted 
Sagasta’s adroitly laid plans and caused 
such bitter disappointment that those in a 
position to know the facts no longer hésitate

“Spain is going out of the colonial busi- 
ness.

TRADE WITH CHINA INCREASES. 


Flattering Showing of American Im- 
ports Comes from the Oriental 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 15.—[Special.J— 
American imports into China continue to in- 
‘crease, while those of other countries de- 
crease. This is shown by the statement of 
the Chinese trade reports for 1897, just re- 
ceived by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics. 
The document in question is a large volume 
of nearly 1,000 pages, and contains reports 
from the customs officials of all the ports of 
China, and also a general statement from 
the statistical secretary of the Chinese cus- 
toms service, Mr. F. F. Taylor, who calis 
attention to the general falling off in im- 
portations of cotton goods by reason of the 
erection of local cotton mills, but says: 

**‘American goods, however, to in- 
crease in favor, drills showing an improve- 
ee ees -ment of over 300,000 pieces, jeans of over 
15,000 pieces, and sheetings of nearly 170,000 
pieces, but these are almost the only excep- 
tions to the general decline. 

Drills, except American, show a 
decrease, while jeans improved. Of sheet- 
ings, except American, less were imported 
by over half a million pieces.” 

Mr. Taylor's statement, however, contains 
a warning to American exporters of kerosene 
oil that their trade in China is being endan- 
gered by Russian and Sumatran oils, saying: 

‘‘American oll is finding vigorous rivals in 
Russian and especially Sumatran oil. 
1894 the figures of importation were: Ameri- 
can, 51,570,853 gallons; Russian,. 17,500,283 
gallons; Sumatran, 534,280 gallons; while in 
1897 they were: American, 48,212,505 gallons; 
Russian, 36,924,125 gallons; and Sumatran, 
12,212,278 galions.’’

In the meanwhile the Emperor's broth- 
er, Prince Henry of Prussia, who would 
naturally be Regent, is absent in China. ° 
next Prince available would be Frederick 
Leopold, son of the late Prince Charles of 
Prussia, eldest brother of Emperor William 
I., the grandfather of the present Emperor.

The whole matter of the Emperor’s trip 
to the Holy Land will be thrashed out early 
during the coming session of the Reichstag. 
In governmental circles the opinion is ex- 
pressed that it is not fair to expect the 
Emperor to bear entire expense of the 
journey. It is said that the cost of his Maj- 
esty’s trip, exclusive of presents and liberal 
baksheésh, will amount to at least 5,000,000 
marks. The costly gifts to the Sultan of 
Turkey and to his harem also figure up from 
8,000,000 to 4,000,000 marks. Therefore, it is 
suggested, as the voyage is expected to re- 
dound to Germany’s greater glory and ad- 
vantage, that parliament ought to grant a 
credit to cover the main expenses, more 
especially so as otherwise the Emperor will 


have to run into debt. 


The Conservatives have answered the gov- 
ernment’s approaches favorably, but the 
Centrists have replied with a flat negative. 
Their party organ, the Cologne Volks Zei- 
tung, which does not relish the outspokenly 
Protestant character of the expedition, says: 

**It would be asking too much to expect 
all Germans to put their hands in their 
pockets in order to pay the home and foreign 
pastors, Protestant Bishops, and the like the 
cost of their junketing in the Orient.” .

clally successful as it promised to be at the 
commencement. This is due, in my judg- 
ment, to a combination of circumstances. 
First, in the early part of the season the 
weather prevented the playing of so many 
games, which amounted to the loss of a | 
great deal of money. Second, the war ex- 
citement had its effect, which was noticea- 
ble. The Chicago club, I believe, stands 
conspicuously alone in having a larger at- 
tendance at home than they had last sea- 
s0n, and are to be congratulated. This 
is Gue to their marked improvement in play, 
which has been appreciated by the baseball 
patrons of your city in a substantial way. 
The double umpire system has eliminated 
the greater part of the kicking indulged 
in in former years and has proven a suc- 
cess. The increased expense would not have 
been felt had the season been fairly success- 
ful. The poor showing of some of the clubs 
in the larger cities, which met with finan- 
cial loss, n cessarily had to be shared by 
all their partners, and was tinfortunate, 
but at the same time it proves conclusive- 
ly the honesty of our national game, if any 
such proof were necessary. As all clubs 
are striving to strengthen their teams for 
1809, let us hope that the first and last four 
will be nearer together in percentage of 
games won and that the best club may win.

There will be 
general satisfaction over the fact the Quak- 
ers beat the New-Yorkers out. The slump 
taken by the Giants has been decisive. They 
finished third last year: now they land in 


seventh place. 


As between the East and the West the 
honors are fairly well divided. The East 
has a little the better of it, furnishing the 
first and second club. Then the West follows 
with the third, feurth, and fifth; the East 
with the sixth and seventh, the West with 
the eighth and ninth, the East with the 
-tenth and eleventh, and the West bringing 
up the tail end.

ATING THE CEDED ISLAND. . 


Castilian Emblem

San Juan, Porto Rico, Sept. 25.—[Special 
Porto Rican com-< 
mission has about completed its labors, the 
Spanish army is being embarked as rapidly 
as transports can be obtained, the Spanish 
officials and soldiers are selling all the 
movable property in their control, and it is 
only a matter of several days when the 


years the Spanish flag has flown as the em- 


The natives can hardly wait fer the days 
to go. The lines of the opposing armies 
have confronted each other at Abonita, a 
town on the summit of the mountain range, 
since the protocol was signed—an impreg- 
nable place if our army had advanced ex- 
actly as the Spaniards wished it to, and as 
they expected, apparently. Frowning bat- 
terles look down on the main road, where 
the American forces were expected, but 
there was no protection at the rear, and at 
the moment when the Spaniards were look- 
ing for an attack on their front General 
Brooke was about to make a ten-mile march 
with a superior force upon their flank and 
rear. 

A curious thing about the Spanish cam- 
paign here is the fact that they failed to 
make use.of the simplest rudimentary prin- 
ciples of military tactics and strategy—as our 
Generals say, they seemed to think Ameri- 
can soldiers would be afraid of getting their 
feet wet. 


Crude Ideas of Defense. 


At Coamo, the last stand made by the 
Spanish troops before retreating to the for- 
tificatigns at Abonita, they stood behind 
intrenchments thrown across the road wait- 
ing for our troops to attack them until the 
Sixteenth Pennsylvania Volunteers marched 
around the mountain and fired a few vol- 
leys at them, when they surrendered, hav- 
tng lost sixty men killed and wounded. 

Out of San Juan for miles on each side of 
the government road one _ sees intrench- 
ments thrown up commanding the road an 
the bridge over the lagoon into the city. 

“ Why,” said General Brooke, “ they seem 
to have forgotten that some of us knew 
something about war. We would not have 
marched down that road and over the bridge 
until white flags were flying from every fort 
and public building in the city. 

“ There,”’ pointing to a range of low hills 
across the bay and about three miles from 
San Juan, “we would have marched, and’ 
nothing could have stopped us. From that 
natural fortress we would have silenced 
every gun on the land side, leveled the 
landward part of the city, while the navy 
would have taken care of Morro Castle and 
the balance.”’ 

Back of the hills referred to lies a plain, 
over which. our forces could have marched 
without danger to within easy striking dis- 
tance of the city. 


General Brooke’s Criticism. 


“The only sensible line of defense,” said 
General Brooke, “‘ would have been on that 
range of hills and that was entirely neg- 
lected.”’ 

The Spanish officers plume themselves 
with the statement, ‘‘ We would have gained 
a great victory at Abonita had not peace 
been declared; there we intended to make 
our stand.”’ 

But the fact is that Abonita would have 
fallen almost without a shot, while San 
Juan, where all the elaborate preparations 
| were made ‘for a hand to hand combat, 

like those of the eighteenth century,would 
have yielded to our big ns, firing from 
almost beyond human vision. 

Quiet, respectful, ‘and ' somewhat sheep- 
ish were the Spaniards all along the way 
over here. Probably, beside General 
Brooke's party, not over twenty-five Amer- 
icans had crossed the mountains ahead of 
our party, and most of them came over in 
the night. 

Consequently the sensation we created 
among the natives was about the same as 
would have been made by a promenade 
of the different people who exhibited 
themselves in the Midway Plaisance at the 
World’s Fair through the streets of a quiet 
village in Illinois in 1890. The “ whole 
town” turned out everywhere along the 
line, white and black, and most of the na- 
tives followed us to the town limits. 

The presence of Spanish soldiers at all the 
villages prevented any noise, but one felt 
the strain a little. 


Ideal Coaching Trip. 

The drive from Ponce to San Juan is won- 
derful. It would be an ideal coaching trip, 
with plenty of relays of horses. The road 
all the way !s perfect, without a rut or hole 
for ninety miles. A large part of the way 
trees arch their tops across the road, while 
the views are grand, impressive, and beauti- 
ful, by turns, all through the mountains. 

About twenty miles from Ponce are the 
Coamo baths, where are healing waters, and 
a charming and picturesque hotel. As good 
= meal can be had there as a table d’hote can 


Miss Chanier and Miss Bouletr have taken 
possession of part of the hotel as a hospital 
for a number of sick officers who have been 
stricken with typhoid and kindred fevers. 
The drives are fine about the hotel, and scen- 
ery equal to the Adirondacks or White 
Mountains extends on all sides, 

Every one predicts that winter and spring 
hereafter will bring a crowd of Americans 
here to spend their time at this beautiful 
City of Ponce, in Mayaguez, coaching and 
riding through the island and bolling out the 
rheumatism at the baths. A few American 
hotels, such as are now being projected, 
would be acceptable. 


Site of San Juan. 


San Juan proper is built ona emall 
promontory, looking from across the har- 
bor. Its shape is not unlike the back of 
an animal, with “ Morro Castle’’ for its 
lofty head. It is about two and one-half 
miles long and averages about one-fourth 
of a mile in width, with a magnificent har- 
bor on. the south side. 

The city must have been impregnable in 
olden times, with its massive walls, moats, 
and gates. The walls have been partially 
demolished on the side looking across -the 
harbor toward the mainland, to make way 
for a Spanish park or plaza, hut enough re- 
main to give a lover of the antique a day’s 
interesting ramble. 

The promontory, on which the city proper 
is located, is almost an island; the lagoon 
or swamp, which separates it from ‘the 
mainland, being spanned by a picturesque 
Spanish bridge of considerable length. Two 
narrow. gauge steam railways. of antique 
mode! carry the people to and from therows 
of villas which stretch from the bridge to 
Rio Piedras, some seven miles away: The 
motive power of one of these roads will 
probably be changed to electricity in the near 
future. 

The population within the old city walls is 
estimated at only about 20,000, but across the 
bridge to and including Rio Piedras, across 
the harbor at Catano, and up the shore to 
Byamon, where matches and rum are manu- 
factured, are some 50,000 more people (es- 


timated). 
‘Well Paved and Clean. - 


_ “Phe city ts regularly laid out, beautifully 
paved with brick imported from England, 
and is kept perfectly clean. The streets are 
so hilly that the pavements can be flushed 
easily with water. A new aqueduct and 
system is in process of construc- 
n. 
San Juan being the capital of the island 
all of the public buildings are here. In the 
palace of the Governor General, an impos- 
ing structure ovériooking the entrance to 
the harbor, are some of the government 
offices, but most of it is given up to the 
use of the Governor General himself for 
his family and entertaining purposes. 
The treasury, insular parliament, and the 
Peace commission occupy other buildings. 
There are barracks for 6,000 or 7,000 troops, 
all built of brick and apparently comfort- 
‘able. There are two statues of Columbus, 
one in the square of-the old cathedral and 
another in the new plaza, oceupying the. 
ground formerly. covered: by the old walls, 
gates, and forti tions.. The latter is quite 
a fine piece of work. The figure is of marbie, 
while the sides of the base are. covered by 
representations in bas relief of the 
voyages of Columbus.

who make up in shrewdness what they lack 
in principle. They are taking advantage of 
every opportunity to embarrass those trying 
to do honest business. 

In the country there is a great demand for 
oxen for plantation work. Not less than 500 
yoke have been brought in within a week, 
and the profit upon them has been enormous. 
Oxen bought in Mexico cost $60 in silver. 


‘Yoke, cost of shipment, feed, insurance. and 


import tax bring the cost in Cuba to $80 in 
gold. They find ready sale at $200 a yoke. 

Nearly every other line of business offers. 
like opportunities, which are being taken 
advantage of by shrewd, active men now 
here. Every packing-house, flouring mill, 
and canned goods concern of any importance 
in the United States has a special agent on 
the ground. 

Evasion of Duties. 


Recognizing that their-time is short, the 
‘Spanish officials are making hay while the 
sun shines. American dealers who are will- 
‘ing to compromise with their conscience are 
paying special rates at the custom-house. 
An Englishman, who styles himself a “‘ cus- 
tom-house broker,’’ and who unsuccessfully 
attempted to attach himself to the American 
commision, openly offers to bring through 
the custom-house any shipment of goods at 
half the regular "duty if as much as $10,000 
is involved. 

Spanish evacuation is expected to be a sig- 
nal for such a business boom as made cer- 
tain American cities famous a decade ago. 
Real estate will be quite lively, and now 
there is a good demand for farm lands. Lit- 
tle building will be done in Havana until it 
has been determined how much destruction 
the American engineers will deem neces- 
sary for the creation of a new city.—New 
York Herald.

Weird Ceremonies of an Indian 
_ Tribe in Arizona. 


INVOCATIONS FOR RAIN. 


Prayers in Which Reptiles Play a 
Prominent Part. 


TRIBUTES TO RED MAN'S GODS. 


NTOUCHED by modern civilization, 
still clinging to the religion and cus- 
toms of their forefathers, in far 
Arisona @wells a race of people which 
offers to the scientist an unsu 

field for research and to the tourist un- 

rivaled attractions. This is the Moki trible 

Of Indians, and in August of each year they 

celebrate a religious ceremony, snake dance, 

is well worth seeing. 

Te make this trip both time and @ willing- 
meses to “rough are required, for after 
iéaving the Santa Fé train at the small sta- 
tion of Cafion Diablo one must travel eighty 
Wiles north in wagons or on horseback. 
At the cafion lives Mr. Volz, who at 4 cos of 
about $5 per day agrees to furnish 
thing required for the round trip, 
oecupies at least five or six days. The road 
for the first few miles is rough and stony. 
Gradually the whole character of the coun- 
try changes; the rocks give way to soft, 
deep sand, and efter the Little Colorado 
treacherous bed of quick- 
gand, is forded the half obliterated trail 
enters the mysterious and beautiful Paimed 
Desert. This vast tract of ever-shifting 
sand is broken at intervals by miniature 
hills of wonderful colors—purple, pink, and 
yellow—sometimes in layers, again aofily 
blended. Far in the distance rise violet- 
tinted mountains, while over all is the in- 
tense blue of the Arizona sky. The desola~- 
tion and beauty of this scene are indescriba- 
There is not a sign of life save an 


; oecasional snake track; no green thing but 


@ solitary cactus or perhaps a bunch of 
spiked soap weed. Frequently a mirage of 
lakes, trees, and houses appears upon the 
face of the desert in such perfection that it 
i@ hard to believe it but a reflection of an 
actual landscape perhaps miles away. 

In the Land of the Navajos. 

The first night is spent at “ The Fields,” a 
trading post near to, if not actually upon, 
the Navajo reservation. During the second 
day one sees many “ hogans,”’ or wigwams, 
of these wandering people. They are con- 
structed of cottonwood «boughs, thatched 
with coarse grasses. Outside, seated before 
@ primitive loom, the squaws weave brightly 
Navajo blankets. <A whole day's 
journeying across the sandy desert is cer- 


*ain to make one appreciate even the crude 


accommodations of a trading post, and when 
our eavalcade of three covered wagons, ten 
Indian ponies, and fifteen persons arrived at 
its final destination we were inclined to look 

m even the mere necessities of life as 

lute luxuries. The tinned meat and 
fruit which formed the chief articles of our 
mhenu—even the beds of Navajo blankets 
epread upon the ground—were thoroughly 
appreciated, but above all we welcomed the 
fresh, cool water which for the first time dur- 


’ fag the journey we hadin plenty. The ques- 


tion of water is the most serious considera- 
tion in this country. It is so scarce that 
every drop to be used during a trip across 
the desert must be carried in canteens and 
carefully hoarded. 

A trading station In the far West is indeed 
typical of the country. It Is built of rough 
pine boards, generally consisting of two or 
three small rooms, with dirt floor, having 
one apartment fitted up with shelves and a 
counter. Here, all day long, come the In- 
Sians to trade their goods for flour, coffee, 
sugar, and the bright tinware of the white 
man. The traders, who spend months of 
solitary frontier life in these remote places, 
t be men of exceptional shrewdness, 
rood nature, and courage. 

Our camping place was situated in @ beau- 
ful and comparatively fertile valley, sur- 
founded by fields of the short Navajo corn 
which forms the principal food of the In- 
fians. Four miles distant, at the head of 
this valley, rises abruptly a rocky and 
peemingly inaccessible mesa, The ascent 
: aimost impossible for a human foot 
© mount, but up ft the sure-footed Navajo 

les scramble like #0 many goats. Not 
mtfi one is fairly ‘upon the top of the mesa 
oes the little pueblo of Orailbi seem to 
r frem out the rock on which it ts 
nflt. ‘The Moki people are indeed isolated 
4 safe in their mesa homes.: All seven of 
ir villages are built upon just such places: 
and, with the exception of an occasional 
missionary, the schoolteachers employed 
by the government, and, once ina while, a 
tourist, they are unmolested by the white 


Indian Home Life. 

The houses are built of stone, sometimes 
plastered over with mud, and consist of two 
or three tiers of roonis, the upper ones 
reached by rough stone steps or wooden lad- 
ders. In the ground floor apartment the 
family ifves in winter. During the warm 
season they migrate to the top floor. In one 
corner of the living room is a primitive fire- 
place. Extending half way over it is a fiat, 
smooth stone, upon which the bread or 
“pict” is baked. This looks exactly like 
sheets of thin gray cotton wadding, but it is 
good and nutritious. An important piece of 
furniture in the Indian home is the corn mil}. 
consisting of two slabs of roughened stone, 
between which the corn is ground into mea! 
by the squaws. Rows of dried corn, pep- 
pers, and beans, also the family wardrobe. 
hang upon the walls, while suspended from 
a beam in the center of the room !s a feather. 
This represents the spirit of the home. No 
house te without it. 

Any one who has seen one Indian pueblo 


has seen them all; with some small excep- 


tions they resemble one another closely. 
Ballt ¢ither of rough stone or adobe, the 
housés generally surround an open plaza or 
public square. Sometimes there are sev- 
eral 6f these squares in one village, and in 
them are situated the “ kivas,” underground 
chambers or council halls, reached by prim!- 
tive ladders. 

The men wear white cotton trousers ani 
a calico shirt. The costume of the women 
is a Gark robe of native weaving, calico 

afranged as a shawl, and moccasins 
te the knee. The little children 
wear G@beolutely nothing until they are 5 or 
6 years old, and look like so many chubby, 
animated bronze Cupids, with large, soft 
eyes and untidy hair. The young giris dress 
their feng and shiny locks in a decidedly 
Original manner. The hair is divided into 
two parts, and each part wound tightly over 
a wooden frame shaped like a small croquet 
wicket, tightly bound with yards of biack 
string, twisted from human hair. Then the 
frames are pulled out, leaving great whorls, 
like cart wheels, on each side of the hea 

The Mokis are inclined to be short &nd 
rather stout. They live almost entirely on 
‘wegetables. Their cornfields, peach or- 
chars, which are fine and free from blight, 
bean fields, and large melon patches supply 
them with most of their food, supplemented 
on special occasions by supplies obtained 
*ron» the traders in the valley below. 


Whites Not Welcomed. 


At Oraibi, where the principal smake dance 
s curred this year, the people were not over 
‘riendly—the presence of the white people 
right anger the gods and prevent them from 
sending the rains, which were so much need- 
»d—so when three venturesome spirits of our 
jarty one day descended into the snake 
ctiva, wh@re the nine Gaye’ ceremony wre 
soing oh, the whole village was much agi- 
ated. We, however, remained long enough 
i see a primitive altar, at the feet of two 
wooden images, from ten to fifteen inches 
bigh, gaudy painted and decorated with 
leathers. At one side of this was a bag of 
jomething that writhed and squirmed, in 
net the snakes awaiting the final ceremony, 
m which they play an important part. In 
front. of this altar squatted an almost nude 
34 enake priest, chanting a low and weird 
seemed absolutely unconscious of 
and we presently found he 
of cottonwood 


red wood. 
Our Visit te the snake kiva was indeed 
Serious offense. Une old priest told us, 
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days we would swell up and burst, and it 
was evidently a matter of much surprise, 
not to say regret, that his prophecy was not 
fulfilled. However, we were not permitted 
to enter either the snake or antelope kivas 
during the remainder of the ceremonies. 
Luckily the altar of the Antelope society, 
who assist the snake men in their final cere- 
monies, was plainly to be seen from the top 
of the kiva. It consisted of a sand painting 
decorated with ears of corn of different col- 
ors, war clubs, fetiches,/and two-horned 
skulls of antelopes. 

Just before sundown on the day previous 
to that of the snake ceremony the priests 
of the Antelope society have a dance, which 
is identical with that of the snake priests, 
except that a corn stalk is substituted for 
the” reptiles. | 

One must be on the top of the mesa long 
before sunrise on the final day of the cere- 
monies in order to witness a truly beautiful 
scene. As the village is approached many 
blanketed forms appear, hurrying toward the 
eastern point of the mesa. One notices that 
apparently all the men, women, and children 
have just washed their hair, for invariably 
it hangs down the back dripping wet. This 
is, I believe, a part of the ceremony. Grad- 
ualty the cold morning light grows rosy; the 
eastern ¢ y seems on fire. Silently the In- 
dians stand, their eyes fixed upon a point 
across the valley below. 

Offerings to the Gods. 

- Presently a low murmur breaks from the 
watchers—the snake priests have been 
sighted, returning from a spring ten miles 
distant, to which they had gone long before 
daybreak, with offerings to the rain gods. 
As they come nearer, running rapicly 
through the fields below, the excitement 
grows intense, for they are racing. As the 
winner, rushing up the mes: g ide, passes 
over the roof of the snake k.va the whole 
village cheers him. In his hand he bears a 
small wicker canteen @f water from the 
spring, which he is permitted to empty over 
his particular field of corn, thus insuring 
him a good crop in any event. Some of the 
racers carry an object which I shall have to 
call a “ whigzzer.”’ It is a long string to 
which is attached a flat bit of painted wood. 
This they whirl around so rapidly’that it 
makes a whistling sound, supposed to sym- 
bolize thunder. 

Following the priests the boys of the vil- 
lage, gayly attired, swarm up the mesa bear- 
ing melons, corn stalks, and flowers. When 
they appear all the maidens rush after them, 
striving to get possession of the trophies. 
This scramble lasts for several minutes, and 
te a particularily animated and brilliant 
scene. Each girl who succeeds in capturing 
a prize is sure to have a husband before the 
new year. 

All morning preparations for the snake 
dance and the feast following are going on. 
At noon, in the snake kiva, the snake-wash- 
ing takes place, a ceremony which few white 
people have witnessed. Each reptile is 
bathed with water and soap weed, then flung 
on a pile of sand and meal, where they can 
be plainiy seen from the top of the kiva—a 
horrible writhing mass of rattle, bull, and 
whip snakes, drying themselves in the sun- 
light. From noon until nearly sundown 
there is nothing of particular interest for 
the public to see, and there are many places 
on the mesa, outside of the pueblo itself, 
which are well worth a visit. 

Extensive ruins mark the site of a former 
church and monastefy, where generations 
ago lived a colony of Spanish priests, labor- 
ing to convert these heathen from the faith 
of their fathers, but one day, becoming 
weary of the Catholic rule, the Indians mur- 
dered the priests, destroyed the buildings, 
and reéstablished their own shrines. 

Situated at the extreme eastern point of 
the mesa is the shrine of the “ Dawn Wom- 
an.”” She is the special deity of the women, 
and dwells in a carefully concealed grotto 
of rocks—a hideous carved and painted 
image of a woman, half buried in offerings 
of feathers, small baskets, and prayer 
sticks 


Land Full of Shrines. 

The shrine of the ** Spider Woman ” is un- 
der a mass of rock, half way down the mesa. 
Her vocation is to weave the rain clouds, 
and just now there is quite a little forest 
of “pahos,” or prayer sticks, which, ‘the 
antelope priests have deposited recently. 
These pahos are little round painted sticks, 
stained either greenish blue or black, two 
in each bundle, with pieces of sage brush, 
corn husks, and feathers, tied together with 
a cotton string. , 

The shrine of the Kachina dancers ts on the 
top of the rock of Oraibi. Here are deposited 
paint scraped from the bodies of the dancers, 
pahos, offerings to the departed ancestors, 
and long whips cf. coarse grass or soap weed, 
used in the ceremonies, 

One of their strangest customs is their 
manner of burying the children. All around 
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4 
ones, wrapped in rags and blankets, are 
thrust, and on top are piled a few stones. 
Looking down into the cracks one can see 
quite plainly the small bundles, while often 
a skull, or part of a skeleton, is exposed to 
view. On the grave a small earthen dish 
containing food and a prayer stick is de- 
posited. To the latter are attached a string 
and feather pointing towards the pueblo. 
On the fourth day after death the soul of the 
dead child comes from the grave, partakes of 
the food, and following the direction Indli- 
cated by the feather returns to its home and 
is bern again into the same family. The 
grown people are buried in the sand at the 
foot of the mesa; food and prayer sticks are 
also placed on their graves, only the feather 
points towards the west and their souls 
journey to the “ skeleton-house,”” where the 
sun leaves the earth and the “‘ Kachinas,”’ 
the departed ancestors, live. 


Ready for the Snake Dance. 


About an hour before sunset the people be- 
gin to congregate in the plaza. The roofsof 
the surrounding houses are all occup'!ed, 
while picturesque groups, idly watching the 
white people, await the last scene in the 
snake cercmonies. The plaza is now in 
readiness; the “ kisi,””’ a bower of cotton- 
wood branches, the opening conceale® by a 
white cotton cloth of native weaving, Is 
erected. Beforeit a shallow hole, a foot long 
and three inches wide, has been dug. Over 
this is placed an old wooden plank. It rep- 
resents the opening to the under world that 
the departed spirite may know what is tak- 
ing place. A snake priest now brings the 
snakes, safely tied up in a bag, and places 
them within the kist. Shortly afterwerd 
the antelope priests, fifteen in number, file 
out of their kiva at the upper end of the 
plaza. They march gravely down to the 
kisi, circle four times before it, each stamp- 
ing om the wooden plank and sprinkling sa- 
cred meal as he passes it; then they line up 
with their backs toward the kisi, and one has 
time to notice the details of their costumes. 
Their breasts, backs, and arms are striped 
with zigzag lines of white to symbolize light- 
ning; their faces are blackened, while from 
ear to ear, across the upper lip, are sharp 
lines of white. In the hair is fastened one 
feather. Loin cloths of heavy white woven 
cloth are secured by wide sashes of the same 
material, with heavily fringed and em- 
broidered ends, while from the middle of the 
back dangles a handsome fox skin. Rows 
of beads encircle the neck and reach almost 
to the waist. On the feet are moccasins of 
buckskin, ornamented with deep fringe, 
while the leg from the ankle to the knee is 
whitened with elther paint or clay. In the 
right hand is carried a gourd containing 
small stones and used asa rattle. One man 
wears upon his head a wreath of green 
leaves; in his hand he bears a bow! of sacred 


meal. | 

Bleven snake priests; who advance from 
their kiva at the lower end of the plaza and 
repeat the marching and stamping of the 
antelope men. have their bodies decorated 
with patches of a pinkish color. Their loin 
are of dark reddish brown, orna- 
mented with symbolical designs in white; at 
the back are suspended fox skins. The moc- 
casins and ornaments resemble those of the 
Antelope suciety. Their faces are blackened 
and a single feather is fastened in the di- A 
sheveled hair. Some of them are armed with 
snake whips, two eagle feathers fastened 
to a short stick; the rest are empty-handed, 
The two lines face each other, the chief 
priests sprinkle sacred meal in front of each 
row, and then all begin a gently swayi 
motion, chanting in perfect time a weird an 
indescribable tune. It és intended to repre- 
sent the wind of an approaching storm 
moaning through trees. This chanting con- 
tinues for upwards of-half an hour. 

Suddenly the line of snake priests breaks 
into groups of three, which begin to march 
around in a circle. One of each group 
kneels before the kisi, and when he arises 
he holds between his lips a squirming snake;

not extracted nor are they stupefied in any 
way. Sometimes the dancers are bitten, but 
it seldom gives them any trouble; that they 
have a powerful antidote is known, but dts 
name is a secret of the tribe.

, afford to lose, of course he has no business to 
‘be at the tables, no more than he should bet 
on an election if he can’t afford to lose, or to 
indulge himself in a great many other pas- 
times that cost money and may bankrupt 
him. It seems to me that asking one man, 
who can afford it, not to risk his money at 
cards becduse some other man who can’t 
afford it does the same thing, is off the same 
piece of morality that asks a man who was 
never drunk in his life to not take a drink be- 
‘cause there are men who drink too much.” 

“Then you don’t see the least harm in 
gambling?’ 

*“O, yes; I do, but it’s when a player sits 
down in all seriousness with the intention of 
winning a large sum that the evils of gamb- 
ling comein. It is a significant fact that the 
real gamblers who play methodically and 
systematically rarely break the bank. It is 
the casual visitor, who simply looks 
upon the tables as an agreeable distraction 
and who never troubles his head about the 
doctrine of chances or the ‘ sum of the col- 
ors,’ who generally pulls off the big coups. 
The player of this sort certainly gets the 
worth of his money in amusement. He 
doesn’t even exercise himself if he loses, but 
will probably stroll about these charming 
casino gardens with a pleasing sense of 
quasi-ownership, since he feels he has con- 
tributed to their maintenance. 

“ There goes a player of that class now— 
that one with the gray suit. He's an Amer- 
ican, too. I saw him lose heavily last night. 
Doesn't look as if he were intending to sul- 
cide, does he?’’ And he didn’t. 

This was my first visit to Monte Carlo. My 
first visit anywhere, in fact, where money 
was placed on a game of cards. My interest 
was intense. I was going to be awfully dis- 
appointed if something dreadful didn’t hap- 
pen. Surely some one of all these earnest- 
looking men and women would be obliging 
enough to blow their own or some one else’s 
brains out for my special benefit! But it was 
getting late and so far everything had been 
disappointing except the rare elegance and 
beauty of the place, a just description of 
which refuses to go into words. My escort

“ Suppose we go into the Casino; I want a 
little flutter to get an appetite for lunch. 
And you—well, you want to go, of course, to 
study character.”’ 

After having such a respectable excuse as 
that furnished me, what could I do but go?

Another transparent 
excuse much exercised at Monte Carlo is the

et I was disappointed. I suppose no more 
highly-colored imagination than mine had 
ever been carried into that salle, all due to 
sensational stories written by descriptive 
writers at so much per column. I found it 
all commonplace. The throngs of ordinary 
human beings who pressed round the rou- 
lette tables in serried ranks four or five rows 
deep presented, after the first blush, a tame 
and uninteresting spectacle. Where were the 
desperate gamblers of whom I had read, 
with their set faces and haggard looks: the 
twitchirg hands raking in the piles of louis; 
the jubilant shouts of the winners, together 
with the muttered oaths of the losers? 
Where were the vicious expressions of the 
croupiers and all the tragical scenes of rage 
or triumph that I had a right to expect at 
Monte Carlo? Evidently not “on tap” this

evening. To be sure, the players did not all 


| possess that severe air of repose supposed to 
mark the caste of the Vere de Veres, but at 
any rate they had their emotions disappoint- 
ingly under fair control. 

And where were all the beautiful women 
in décolleté costumes, and handsome men in 
full dress, that I had all my life been reading 
about as that part of the show which lent 
» color and brilliancy and refinement to Monte 
Carlo? Noticeably absent. Instead of these 
butterflies of fashion staking their money 
for pleasurable pastime were (with here and 
there an exception) women plainly and 
sometimes poorly dressed; middle-aged 
women and middle-aged men for the most 
part—men who looked as if they supported 
their families by exhausting labor, and 
women who looked as iif they supported 
themselves, God only knows how. The place 
was full of startling contrasts, and as a field 
for the study of human nature under the 
influence of greed to make money without 
working for it, the excuse furnished me by 
my escort held good. No place else in the 
world, I judge, offers such a variety of people 
and in such sharp contrast. 


Here a young woman—probably a bride 
spending her honeymoon in the Riviera— 
wedged in at the roulette table between a 
beetle-Wrowed and sinister-looking blackleg 
from some obscure Marseilles tripot and a 
money lender of an unmistakably Semitic 
cast of countenance; there a woman they tell 
me is a Russian Princess of irreproachable 
parentage, between an Oxford undergrad- 
uate merrily “ punting” away With a cap- 
ital of 100 francs and a battered old hag on 
the lookout for stray louis staked by players 
ignorant of the game. 

But would any one ignorant of the game 
venture to play here, you wonder. So did I. 
And so I said to my guide: “* But is there not 
a system? Surely no one would play here 
without a system?” 

Whereupon he laughed and said, “ System! 
Yes, there are many, more’s the pity for the 
players. If you understood the game you 
would notice as many as several infallible 
methods for insuring a fortune in full work- 
ing order at any one of these tables. This is 
greatly to the satisfaction of the syndicate 
who now rule the destinies of the Casino. 
It would hardly be overstating the case to 
say that if all the players trusted to luck and 
abjured their precious systems, the dividends 
of the Monte Carlo shareholders would be 
reduced 50 percent. It is hardly worth while 
to expose at any length the pernicious fal- 
lacy of the system principle. It has been 
done so often. Those who pin their faith on 
any one system cannot long hold out against | 
the advantages possessed by the bank. They 
will, however, maintain, with some degree 
of plausibility, too, that the use of a good 
system, plus a little luck, will result in the 
winning of a big sum. It ts curious how 
little pains these system players take to 
understand the principles by which the bank 
pat itself against any long continued 
osses, 


“The case lies in a nutshell. The bank 
possesses three great advantages over the 
punters. Any one of them would in the long 
run swallow the resources of a Vanderbilt 
or a Rothschild. In the first place—and this 
is an advantage players usually ignore— 
the bank gives one point below the true odds 
to those hacking the numbers, giving in- 
stead of thirty-six to one, thirty-five to one. 
See? In the case of combinations of num- 
bers the odds are proportionately lessened. 
For instance, a punter placing his stake on 
four numbers would only receive eight times 
the amount of his stake, instead of nine 
times, in case any of the four numbers won. 
Then there is the maximum, no player being 
allowed to stake, elther on the numbers or 
even chances, a larger sum than will pro- 
duce, if successful, 6,000 francs. 

“So the only advantage the punter has to 
pit against the bank is the doubtful one of 
being able to stop when he likes and back 
what he likes. 

“ But is it always so quiet? Have you 
never been here when there was a ‘ scrap’ 
on? Mercy! I wish some one would cheat 
a little or do something to get up a little ex- 
citement.”’ 

“Well, there’s been no end of cheating 
this evening, I’ve no doubt,” said my com- 
panion, “for rarely is there any high play 
of an exceptional character but the ob- 
servant spectator of a cynical turn will find 
plenty to interest him in the petty rascali- 
ties of which many unscrupulous players 
are continually guilty. The administration 
does its best to check ali this petty chica- 
nery, but the crouplers are naturally anx- 
ious to avoid a scene and.un- 
less the victim keeps and is persistent 
in his claims for redress he will certainly lose 
his money.” 

I noticed that in spite of the terrible dis- 
parity of chances, so strongly was the fasci- 
nation possessed by the seductive ring of the 
roulette ball as it whirled along in the little 
wheel of fate, that the infatuated gambler, 
whether man or woman, continued to men- 
tally hug the .“ potentiality of acquiring 
riches beyond the dreams of avarice,’ and 
plunged away until! the last louis was spent. 
When this crisis is reached, my informant 
told me, there is usually an application to 
the administration for what is cynicalls 
termed by the authorities “le viaticum ”’ 
—namely: the loan of a sum of money to take 
the applicant back to-his country. So ends 
his 
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dream of great riches easily ~—.

*“ Now, when you think it's noon, mark 


the tape,” commands the Washington clock, 
with the slightest emphasis on “ think,” 
“and when it is noon (rather a stronger 
emphasis on “ is '’) I'll mark the tape. Just 
see how near you can come to me.” 

It is a moment of anxiety for the Chicago 
master clock. The tape is running fast If 
they do not strike at the same time there 
will be a gap between the marks made by 
the two, | 

“Click.” And another “click.” They 
come so close together it is hardly possible 
to distinguish a difference in time. But the 
clicks are really two-tenths of a second 
apart, and in that time the tape traveled 
about an inch. 

This is almost the extreme limit of varia- 
tion for twenty-four hours, and the average 
variation between the two clocks is but one- 
tenth of a second a day, which would amount 
to a minute in a year, seven months, and 
twenty-five days. 

But it never reaches a larger variation than 
two or three-tenths of a second, and this is 
the only point at which human hands inter- 
fere with the Chicago master clock. The 
rate at which the pendulum swings is de- 
termined by its weight. The heavier it is 
the faster it moves. Scattered along the 
flat top of the pendulum weight are a few 
small screws, tacks, and flat-head pins, all 
standing on their heads, so they easily may 
be grasped. When the pendulum is going 
too fast one of these is carefully taken off 
—so carefully the motion of the pendulum is 
not disturbed. When it is slow a small 
weight is added from above. 

The pendulum weighs nearly twenty-five 
pounds and cost. $75, but the screw heads 
determine its accuracy. 

Guardian of the Master Clock. 

F. W. Brainerd is superintendent of time 
service in the Western Division, and has 
been since the Chicago office was opened on 
March 1, 1889. His territory extends from 
eastern Ohio to the Pacific. 

The clocks on all the Chicago circuits be- 
long to the Self-Winding Clock company, of 
which the chief owners dre Standard Oil 
men, among them being Charles Pratt, 
Henry M. Fiagler, and E. T. Bedford. The 
clock device was invented by C. H. Pond, 
who for years had been connected with the 
New York fire alarm service, but came years 
ago to Chicago as the best place to push his 
invention.

In the entire division outside of Chicago 
connected with the local office by railroad 
telegraph wires are more than 10,000 clocks, 
so that an army of railroad men and all the 
sailors t touch this port gre under the 
sway of the big pendulum covered with 
tacks and screws. : 

The big clock in the Western Union Build- 
ing is carefully guarded, and in a vault open- 
ing off the room in which it stands, and al- 
ways locked at night, is another master 
clock held in reserve, but running and al- 
ways ready for immediate use should any- 
thing happen to fts mate. 

Some time ago the switch board, by which 
the working master clock is connected with 
all the local time circuits and all. the rail- 
roads, caught fire from a crossed wire six 
miles away from the office. A time circuit 
wire met. an electric light wire, and the lat- 
ter’s heavier current was too much. For 
three days it was necessary to connect with 
the Milwaukee master clock. Since then the 
reserve master clock here has been secured. 
The switch board was badly charred, but 
a new one is being made, and the old one

THE WEEK OF JUBILEE. 
~ Not since the World’s Fair has Chicago 
witnessed such stir and enthusiasm, such 
decorations and marchings and festivities, 
or such massed and cheering crowds as are 
promised for the peace jubilee of the pres- 
ent week. In some respects the peace jubi- 
lee will discount any of the World’s Fair 
festivities. ‘The President and a large part 
of his Cabinet will take part in the exercises, 
with numerous Congressmen, statesmen, 
and diplomats, and all the leading war he- 
-roes except those in the far-off Philippines, 
‘In its military features the jubilee will sur- 
pass anything Chicagoans have seen since 
‘the days of the civil war. The city has 
donned holiday attire such as it has never 
worn before, the display of electric lights 
alone breaking the world’s record on that 
score. 

If only the weather man will be kind it 
will be a glorious week for Chicago. It will 
be a great week in any case, but a persist- 
ent raim would be a catastrophe. Chicago 
is like any other young lady when shephas 
her best clothes on—she objects to anything 


that will soil her train or take the curl out 


of her feathe While the Committee of 
Arrangements is attending to all the great 
functionaries it should not fail to invite 
Jupiter Piluvius to stay away. 

President McKinley and most of the 
other high officials, soldiers, and civilians 
who are to take a leading part in the week's 
exercises have already arrived in the city, 
and the streams of visitors from al] over 
the country have begun pouring into Chi- 
cago. Hundreds of thousands of men and 
women all over the West have their faces 
turned toward this great commercial cap- 
ital. It is certain that the crowds of visit- 
ors will be immense, but Chicago can never 
have too many guests to take care of com- 
fortably. The city’s hotel capacity is built 
on the regular Chicago plan. 

‘Well may the people come In endless train- 
loads to witness the parades, see the decora- 
tions, hear the speeches, and take part in 
the festivities of the great peace jubilee. 
It is a historic event—one whose like may 
not occur again in this generation. Liber- 
ty-loving men and women in every part of 
the world have their eyes turned toward 
Chicago and are in full sympathy with the 
spirit of these rejoicings. The heroes of a 
righteous and victorious war are gathered 
here to assist in celebrating the return of 
peace and the advent of a new and wider 
era in the nation’s history. The arms of 
the United States have freed a suffering 


people from iniquitous bondage and op | © 


pression, and at the same time have 
added new realms, new power, and new 
dignity to the Stars and Stripes. We have 


‘come through a foreign war with colors 


flying and with new honors in the cause of 
liberty. We have poured out millions like 
water for a great cause, yet the strong na- 
tion has not felt the drain, but today 
enjoys the widest prosperity known in 
its history. It is indeed an occasion for na- 
tional] jubilation, and right royally has Chi- 
cago risen to the great occasion. 

Everybody who can come to Chicago dur- 
ing this week will be fortunate. It is worth 
coming a long way merely to see 
the miles of bunting, the million flags, the 
decorated arches, and the myriad electric 
lights that span the line of march for the 
great civic and military parade. Perhaps 
never again will there be an equal opportu- 
nity to see s6 many high dignitaries of the 
nation at once, and so many of the Gen- 
erals and other officers whose names have 
become “famous. in battles on Cuban and 
Porto Rican soil. It is not likely that the 
present generation will see the celebration 
of the close of another foreign war or any 
other kind of war. Those who witness or 
participate in the Chicago jubilee will be 
taking part in a unique historic function. 
Years afterward they can tell a younger 
generation of the dramatic scenes and 
events witnessed in Chicago at the great 
peace jubilee at. the close of the Spanish 
war. Its memories will be worth cherishing, 
for it is an organic part of & great chapter 
in American history. 

All that is needed now to cap the climax 
is for President McKinley to signalize the 
occasion by finally laying aside his diplo- 
matic reticence with regard to the destiny 


of the Philippines. He has already caught 


the national impulse of territorial expan- 
.sion from last week’s contact with the 
people of the West, and in Chicago he 
could not remain in doubt an hour as to the 
overwhelming popular desire on that sub- 
ject. The President has already 
said eénongh to show that he 
has made up his mind aright on this 
score.

BENALOR FOKAKES ON CUBA, 
Benator Foraker wakes the singular 
statement that “the garrisoning of Uuba 
by Umted Stated troops will never be tol- 
erated by Cougress, aud the maintenance of 
any army if Cuba after the peace treaty 
bay been sgoed will be regarded by the 
Cuban people and by foreign nations as, 
ap act tautameuunt to a declaration of 
war.” He asserts that after peace has 
been signed the President will have no more 
authority to maintain ap army in Cuba 
than in any other friendly and free coun- 
try, unless Congress gives him that av- 
thority, which the Senator states he dues 
not believe it will do. 
: _ ‘The maintenance of an army, large or 
in Cuba after peace has been signed 
will depend entirely on. the condition of 
‘affairs in that island. If peace prevails 


‘there and the late insurgents and the 


former Spanish sympathizers dwell to- 
gether in, amity, only a few soldiers will 
be needed on the island. They will be 
there simply to keep quiet in the event 
of a disturbance. On the other hand, if 

e different elements of the population 
cannot forget past grievances and quarrels, 
then larger garrisons will be needed to main- 
tain order. 

But Senator Foraker alleges that the 


‘presence of any American armed force in 


Cuba, no matter how small, after peace 
been made with Spain, will be re- 


h 
bs be as tantamount to a declaration of 


war. Against whom? Not against any 
foreign nation, for not one of them has 
at&iything to do with Cuba. Not against 
Cuba, for that country will remain under 
the tutelage of the United States until 
such time as a stable government shall 
have been established there. The Senator. 
talks as if the treaty of peace to be made 
with Spain is to declare the Cubans 4 
free and independent nation, emancipated 
at once from al] American supervision and 
control. It is safe to assume that the 
treaty will contain no such provision. 

As long as Cuba remains a ward of 
the United States the presence there of 
American forces cannot be a_ legitimate 
cause of offense to Cubans or to Europeans. 
If the President deems it advisable that 
troops should be stationed in Cuba they 
will be stationed there, for while Senator 
Foraker may not deem his reasons good 
It will not tell 
the President that he must not keep a regi- 
ment of regulars in Cuba, though convinced 
they are needed there. 

. Senator Foraker was strongly in favor 
last April of the recognition of the insur- 
gent government. Probably he still wants 
, it recognized. He would like to have the 
treaty of peace contain a prevision for 


the immediate evacuation of Cuba by the 


Americans and the setting up of the in- 
surgent government. That cannot and will 
not be done. 


STREET PAVING MATERIALS. 

Tus Trisune printed a few days agoa 
long list of South and West Side streets 
which the Commissioner of Public Works de- 
clares should be repaved at once. The condi- 
tion of the streets specified by the commis- 
sioner is so outrageously bad the probabilities 
are the Board of Loca! Improvements will 
order most of them to be paved. The board 
in doing that should not yield to the demand 
which some property-owners will be sure 
to make, that cedar blocks—“ vegetable ” 
material—shall be used. Some of the prop- 
erty-owners will clamor for a wooden pave- 
ment, alleging that it is “cheaper.” It is 
not reality. In a short time it decays 
and is worn into innumerable holes and ruts. 
The blocks get loose and are carted off for 
firewood. The street becomes a nuisance 
and has to be repaved. 

There are but three materials whose use 
should be tolerated by the Board of Local 
Improvements. They are granite, vitrified 
brick, andasphalt. The first of these wears 
the longest. It ts open to the objection of 
being rough and noisy, but it is the only ma- 
terial which should be used on those streets 
which are frequented by heavy, narrow- 
tired vehicles. In other words, the proper 
place for granite is on the important busi- 
ness streets. Nothing better has been de- 
vised yet. | 

Vitrified brick, when well made, with- 
stands the processes of natural decay fora 
long time—a whole generation. It will 
stand a fair amount of travel for many 
years. When given a good, hard founda- 
tion to keep it from sinking and breaking 
up it makes an admiral pavement where the 
traffic is not tooheavy. When properly laid 
and of good materia! it is an economic pave- 
ment. The first cost is more than that of 
wooden block, but the greater durability of 
the brick makes it the cheaper of the two 
by far. . 

Asphalt makes an expensive but an easy- 
going and attractive pavément. Where the 
contractors are ‘onest, neither using in- 
| ferior material nor scamping their work in 
other ways, and when the street is gone over 
thoroughly once or twice a year and all the 
defects that show themselves repaired, wil) 
last for six or eight years or longer before 
mote extensive repairs are needed. A bets 
ter pavement than asphalt canpot be aah 


‘sired for a residence street.

Local Improvements allow mistaken prop- 
erty-owners to have their own way when 
they clamor for wood pavement. It rots 
speedily fromthe effect of warm and wet 
summer weather. It has little endurance 
under the best of circumstances. ‘It is 
ruined after a few heavily laden vehicles, 
like coal teams, have gone over it. When it 
once begins to go, unless repaired rontinual- 
ly and carefully at much expense, it goes to 
pieces all at once, like the deacon’s one- 
hoss shay. 

There is no economy about a wood pave- 
ment. Owing to its quick decay It is more 
expensive in the long run than any other 
kind except limestone. “That, however, is 
ground down quickly into fine powder, 


“which is blown into the eyes of people 'on 


the streets and into the doors and windows 
of dwelling-houses and stores situated on 
the streets thus paved. Millions of dollars 
can be saved yearly by discarding wood ut- 
terly and using good, durable paving ma- 
terial, well laid down by contractors over- 
looked by inspecters who are not the bood- 
ling appointees of corrupt spoile politicians. 
Chicago ought by this time to be through 
the wooden pavement stage of growth. 
The use of that materia) at an earlier day 
was legitimate. There was much less wear 
There 
was not the wealth which enabled the 
people to lay permanent and economic pave- 
ments. The property-owners had to put 
up with the best materials they could get 
and afford. They are in a condition now 
where they can practice economy by laying 
reasonably permanent pavements. — 


THE ENCORE WUISANCE. 

The trustees of the Orchestra! association 
in this city have instituted a reform which 
has long been needed not only in these con- 
certs but in all others. They have officially 
announced in the new program book that 
only one encore will be permitted during 
each concert. This is a wise step for vari- 
ous reasons, and it is to be hoped it will be 
strictly adhered to. It has been a not un- 
common practice, when solo artists have 
appeared with the orchestra, for unthink- 
ing people in the audience to clamor for 
three or four encores to each one of his 
or) her numbers, thus prolonging the con- 
cert to a late hour and not only tasking the 
artist severely but imposing upon him. One 
reason assigned by the trustees is impor- 
tant from the musica! point of view. The 
program at these concerts is arranged with 
a definite educational and logical purpose. 
Where it is broken up with six or eight 


| extra numbers, as not infrequently happens, 
{t loses all its proportion and its dignity and 


entirely fails in its purpose. 

From the business point of view also the 
trustees are correct. Looking at the matter 
commercially, they agree to sell the per- 
formance of a cértain number of pieces on 
the program for a certain price, and no one 
will contend that the program is not worth 
the money. They have a right to take the 
position that they are not to be called upon 
to furnish any more, at least beyond a rea- 
sonable concession, such as is set forth in 
their announcement. As a matter of fact, 
there is not a valid argument which can be 
made for the practice which has obtained 
so long. It is an imposition and a nuisance 
and the trustees have done well in taking 
a step which will bring it within the bounds 
of reason. Other concert managers would 
do well to imitate their action and relegate 
the encore nuisance to the vaudeville busi- 
ness. 


TWICE FORTY IS NOT ONE HUNDRED 
In the four States of New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Connecticut the 
Democrats have ignored the. free silver 
issue, There are in those Statés so many 
intelligent Democrats with savings bank 
deposits, who know that free coinage and 
its retroactive attachment would obliterate 
60 per cent of those deposits, that the bosses 
do not dare to bring “ 16 to 1” to the front. 
But in all the other States of the union the 
Democratic leaders are harping on the old 
string that there is not enough money in 
the country; that what there is here is too 
dear; and that to get cheap money and plenty 
of it, whoever has 371% grains of pure sil- 
ver, worth between 40 and 44 cents, must 
be authorized to take it to the mint and have 
it coined into a dollar for him. 

At this time in all but four States Demo- 
crats of more or less prominence are assur- 
ing their hearers that if the owners of silver 
bullion are authorized to do that there will 
be more “money” in the country because 
there will be more “dollars”—twice as 
many as there are now. And, while ad- 
mitting that they will be cheaper dollars, 
they rejoice in that cheapness, asserting 
that two 40-cent dollars are much to be 
preferred to one 100-cent dollar. They al- 
lege that if every 100-cent dollar is replaced 
by two 40-cent or 44-cent dollars business 
will be livelier than it is; that every branch 
of industry will be stimulated; that there 
will be a greater demand for commodities 
of all kinds; that there will be more em- 
ployment for labor; and that labor will be 
better off when it receives two of the cheap- 
er dollars instead of one of the present 
value dollars. 

It is alleged that immediate and perma- 
nent prosperity can be secured by this sim- 
ple, mechanical] device of getting rid of all 
the dollars which are worth 100 cents and 
substituting for each one of them two dol- 
lars worth about 40 cents apiece. Strange 
as it may seem, in view of the existence of 
a tolerably good public school system, 
there aré millions of men in the United 
States who can be led to believe that two 
incomplete halves are greater than the 
whole and that 40 cents plus 40 cents makes 
more than 100 cents, Such people would 
believe, if Altgeld told them so, that the 
area of a city can be increased materially 
and its wealth added to by cutting each 
ward in two, and thus doubling the number 
of wards, 

That free coinage at the ratio of 16 tol 
would increase in time the number of “ dol- 
lars” in the country is not denied. But 
the first effect of the enactment of a free 
coinage law would be to drive out of 
circulation the 780 millions of gold now in 
the country. That necessarily would cause 
a contraction of the currency. - The con- 
traction would be the more severe because 
the 1,200 millions of silver and paper money 
in circulation would lose at once three-fifths 
of their purchasing power. That contrac- 
tion would cause a panic instead of pros- 
perity. There wevld be in circulation for 

quite a time fe..er 40-cent dollars than 
there now are 100-cent dollars. That could 
not benefit trade or labor. 

Supposing, however, | that every 
gold or gold value dollar, worth 100 cents, 
were replaced by two 871% grains silver 
doliars; worth 40 cents.. Why would the 
country or the workingman be any better 
off?

Jdubilee — Better Inquiry for Good 
Property Is Reported—Garrett Bib- 
lical Institute Borrows $300,000 at 
Four Per ‘Cent Interest on Sew 
Bailding for Reid, Murdoch, & Co. 
—Building Operations. 


The estate market showed little 
evidence activity during last week. Ne- 
gotiations have been under way, but peo- 
ple’s thoughts have been directed too much 
to the. coming peace jubilee to dwell long 
upon deals in realty. A marked increase in 
the inquiry for good property is noticed, and 
dealers look for renewed interest as soon as 
the jubilee is over. 

The low loan market is one of the surpris- 
ing features in Chicago just now. The 
Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany practically closed a loan with the 
Garrett Biblical Institute for $300,000 at 4 
per ba interest, secured on the building 
now béing erected for Reid, Murdoch & Co. 
at the southeast corner of Lake and Market 
streets’ It has not been thought thie loan 
would command so low a rate as 4 per cent, 
but the high character of the borrower war~ 
ranted the favorable terms on which it is 
made. The butiding is ten stories high, and 
will be completed by Jan. 1. It will be oc- 
cupied by Reid, Murdoch & Co. on a ten-year 
lease at a yearly rental of $28,000 a year. 
The Bovattbnd has a frontage in Lake street of 
340 feet, and in Market of 180. The cost of 
the bullding is estimated at between $300,- 
B00 and $400,000. 

Foreign Capitalists Like Chicago. 

A great deal of foreign money is loaned in 
Chicago at low rates. Foreign capitalists, 
according to a prominent loan agent, prefer 
Chicago property to Eastern real estate as 
security for money. An investor from abroad 
who recently visited this city expressed con- 
fidence in the growth and development of 
Chicago. It is this feeling which brings 
money to Chicago at lower rates than are 
ordinarily found in Eastern cities. 

Negotiations are in progress which show 
an interest in the market.. Important trans- 
actions are under way and it is expected that 
they will be closed soon. A great number 
of small properties, such as residences, 
apartment buildings, stores, etc., are chang-

How Much of ‘the Great Western 
Receipts Show in Visible Supply— 
Corn Covers New Ground—Provis- 
fons Helped to Higher Prices by 
Stronger Feeling at the Sock- 
Yards. 


The Sat _ market in wheat started 
with considerable effort on the part of en- 


| thusiastic bulls to put prices higher than 


at any time for the week. They were 

couraged in this undertaking by the fact 
that Liverpoo] made almost complete recov- 
ery from the break of Friday. They were 
further encouraged in the early buying by 
glowing reports wired from New York 
claiming in a general way another 100 boat- 
loads worked for export. Paris and Ant- 
werp were a little higher for the day. The 
export figures for the week, wheat and 
flour from both coasts, were liberal enough 
to be a help on the buyer side. The market 
started with an upturn to 65%c for December 
and first sales at 66%@66%c for May. This 
was practically the top point for the week, 
a point which had been reached three times 
before inside of three days. The session 
had not proceeded far when the trade. dis- 


_covred that the talk of export sales at the 


would not stand investigation. 
Conservative houses were slow t6 confirm 
actual business. On this account the trade 
here began to discredit some of the bull talk 
and at the same time sell wheat. There was 
nothing like a sharp break, but the market 
settled back gradually and rested at the 
close at 644%4c December, 65%@05%c May 
This was nearly le under top prices. 

There was a Broomhall cable telling of ad- 
verse conditions in Australia because of 
drought.

For the day receipts at primary 
points were 1,581,000 bu. This makes a 
round total of nearly 22,000,000 bu of wheat 
which has rolled into Western points the last 
two weeks. For the same time exports of 
wheat and flour run something over 10 ,000,- 
000 bu. How much of the great volume of 
receipts has gone to make good reserves 
at obscure points and how much of ft will 
appearein the shape of increased visible 
stocks the statistics of next Monday alone 
can show. 


Talking a Big Increase. 


There is a preliminary estimate of 1, 500,- 
000 bu increase for the visible supply. The 
experience of ‘the past teaches the trade 
that they must not be greatly surprised if 
double this amount should be added to rhe 
wheat in sight. There is also an effort being 
made to get reliable figures on the acéumu- 
lation at country elevator points in the 
Northwest. There may be another surprise 
for the trade when Bradstreet’s and other 
authorities report on these stocks. It may 
be that Minneapolis has advices in this re- 
spect, as that market has been heavy and 
lower on cash wheat for two days past re- 
gardiese of the bulges here and the export 
news from the seaboard.

There was no claim made of important cash 
business here for the day.

Provisions Tend Upward. 


There was a little stir in provisions during 
the morning hour. Higher prices were made 
in sympathy with grain markets. This was 
made all. the easier by the advance of 5@ 
10¢ in prices of hogs at the Stock-Yards, the 
recent firm stand of packers, ignoring the 
fever reports as far as possible, and good 
buying by the English interests have given 
the balance of the loca] trade confidence. 
Cable advices were’ helpful to buyers. The 
week’s shipments of lard, at 16,000,000 Ibs, 
were nearly double the business same 
week last year. Pork touched highest prices 
in weeks, an early advance to $8.10 Decem- 
ber, and $9.80 January. Other products were 
advanced to $6.07% January lard, $4.82% 
January ribs. Pork lost its early gain, and 
closed 2%4¢ lower than Friday. Ribs showed 
net loss of 2c. at $7.75 January, and lard 
alone was higher, at $5.05 same month. 
There are signs of increasing outside inter- 
est in the trade. 

An early tone ran through oats, of which 
property there was free selling by Armour, 
Pacaud, and other interests which have been 
irregularly on the buying side. The weak- 
ening effect of these sales was principally 
in the nearby deliveries, which fell off %@ 
%ec, deferred deliveries being less affected.

OUR REGULAR ARMY OFFICERS. 


Facts Concerning the Latest Official 
Enumeration—War Increases the 
List by 185. 


i 

Washi DB. C., Oct. 9.—It appears 
from the official list of names recently is- 
sued from the Adjutant General's depart- 
ment, arranged in alphabetical order, that 
there is a grand total of 3,012 officers of all 
grades in the Pnited States regular army, 
from the Major; General commanding down 
to the junior additional Second Lieutenant. 
This enumeration includes Chaplains, who, 
by the way, are commissioned officers with 

the rank and pay of Captains of infantry. 

It also includes retired officers of all grades, 
and all the personnel of the staff bureaus 
in Washington and elsewhere, as weil as the 
staff officers, with the several commanders 
in the fleld and .at the various departmental 
headquarters, The-figures include no volun- 
teer. officer, and have to do only with the 
permanent establishment. 

Unlike the annual Army Register, this lat- 
est authentic list, which is an informal af- 
fair, although complete as to numbers, does 
not go into details further than to give the 
name, rank, and corps of the officer. It 
does not differentiate the total number of 
each class of officers, a piece of information 
which probably will not reach the public 
until the next annual Army Register is is- 
sued, due about midwinter. But from the 
Army Register for the current year, which 
covers all data up to Dec. 1, 1897, it ts found 
that the total number of officers on the 
peace footing was 2,827, classified as fol-

| Under the head of miscellaneous are in- 
cluded aids-de-camp, etc., not above the 
rank of Captain. The foregoing table in- 
cludes all the army officers of every kind and 
description carried on the rolls of the gov- 
ernment when the Register was isued on 
Dec. 1, 1897, except the West Point cadets. 
Nor are the cadets included in the recent 
alphabetical list of the Adjutant General. 
On Dec. 1, 1897, there were 371 cadets at the 
Military Academy. It should be noted that 
these figures cover the official pérsonnel 
of the army prior to the declaration of war, 
and before the increase in the regular army 
caused by that event. Therefore the Adju- 
tant General’s present list, which covers 
data for the war periou, discloses that there 
has been 4n increase of 185 in the number 
of army officers from all causes since the 
publication of the last annual list. 

Previous to the recent increase, the regular 
army consisted of ten regiments of cavalry, 
five of artillery, and twenty-five of infantry, 
having a total enlisted force of 25.000 men. 
Of the total of 2,164 officers on the active list, 
as shown in the foregoing exhibit. the fol- 
lowing were required to officer these furty 
regiments:

Deducting this sum from the grand aggre- 
gate of officers of all descriptions on the ac- 
tive list, 2,164, we have a balance of 535, 
which represents the Generals and their 
staff officers, the bureau officers, and all 
others not permanently attached. In the 
regimental organizations the regular com- 
plement of officers for cavalry is as follows: 
One Colonel, 1 Lieutenant Colonel, 3 Majors, 
12 Captains, 12 First Lieutenants, 12 Second 
Lieutenants, 1 Chaplain, 1 Adjutant (First 
Lieutenant), 1 Quartermaster (First Lieu- 
tenant); total, 48 commissioned officers. For 
the artillery regiments, the same as cavairy, 
except In the particular of First Lieutenants, 
of whom there are 24 in each regiment in- 
etead of 12, and also one extra Second Lieu- 
tenant. The infantry regiments have one 
Colonel, 1 Lieutenant Colonel, 1 Major, 1 
Adjutant, I Quartermaster (ranking as 
First Lieutenants), 10 Captains, 10 First and 
10 Second Lieutenants each, or @ total of 35 
commissioned officers to each regiment. 
Sometimes there is no regimenta].Chaplain. 

In times of peace there is little army serv- 
lee for many of the officers on the so-called 
active list. Before the outbreak of the Span- 
ish war probably not more than one-half of 


above were on duty with their various cav- 
alry, artillery, and infantry regiments. Few 
of the compan ad a full complement of 
officers present, and a large number ha‘ no 
more than a single officer present. e large 
list of absentees was made up of officers de- 
tached on specia) duty everywhere—in the 
river and harbor service, as militery at- 
tachés to our legations at foreign courts, on 
special commissions, ag military ingtructors 
in many ofthe colleges of the country—and 
a considerable number is always on leave of 
absence. In Washington alone, just before 
the war broke out, there were approximately 
100 officers on detached service of ‘varioug 
kinds. Washington assignments sre much 
sought after by army men. The) number 
who securé them greatly inc ed in 
tate years, and so also has the number of 
army officers permanently located at the 
capital. The outbreak of the war, however, 
Instantly called nearly all the detached of- 


ficers back to their commands.—New ‘York

If there are any descendants still li 
in this country of that Squire Skottow who 
was Governor of Virginia at the outbreak 
of the War of Independence they would do 
well to communicate with Somerset Herald 
at the Royal College of Heralds in London 
with a view of becoming possessed of im- 
mensely valuable estates, and likewise to 
two English Baronetcies. The estates com- 
prise the extension lands of thé ancient fam- 
ilies of Corbet and of Skottow in Shropshire 
and Norfolkshire as well as in London. In 
the metropolis the estates comprise no less 
than five acres near Clarges street, Picca- 
dilly, while the remainder of the land is in 
the neighborhood of Regent's Park. 

There is an extraordinary romance cOn-. 
nected with this property which must be 
told in order to explain how the question as 
to its possession has been raised. e 

The family of Corbet claims its descen* tn 
a direct and unbroken line from the stand- 
ard-bearer of William the Conqueror at the 
battle of Hastings. A little over 200 years 
ago Thomas Corbet, nephew of that Miles 
Corbet who was one of the Judges of h.ng 
Charles IL. and executed at Charing Cross 
&s a regicide after the Restoration, and son 
of Sir Thomas Corbet, the then head of the 
family, had the misfortune to kill in a soli- 
tary encounter a younger brother of Lord 
Essex, the cause of the encounter being 
that Corbet had ruined his friend’s wife. As 
there were no seconds a warrant was issued 
for the arrest of Corbet on the charge of 
manslaughter and he escaped abroad. 

Subsequently he returned, and under the 
name of John Powell married the only 
daughter and heiress of a great territorial 
magnate in Norfolk named Skottow, the 
family being of Danish origin. By royal 
license he, after his marriage, assumed the 
name of Skottow and was created Baronet. 
One of his grandsons became,a Governor 
of the East India company, while another 
was, as stated above, Governor of Virginia 
when the War of Independence broke out. 


Before Corbet died under the name of 
Sir Thomas Skottow, he learned of the death 
of his father, Sir Thomas Corbet, and of his 
two elder brothers, without issue, and as 
he did not present himself as the heir there- 
to the Corbet baronetcy became dormant, 
while the large estates passed into the pos- 
session of a female branch of the family. 

The last holder of the Skottow baronetcy 
was living at Amiens, in France, in 1842, 
when his mother, a widow, was shot and 
killed by a rejected French suitor. Thomas, 
who was a mere boy at the time, disappeared 
shortly afterwards and has never been 
heard of since. If he can be found he is 
the owner of the Skottow baronetcy, as 
well as heir to the Skottow estates, which 
at the time of his mother’s murder were in 
the possession of a different branch of the 
family, which has now become extinct. 

If this Sir Thomas Skottow cannot be 
found then both the Skottow estates and 
the baronetcy belong to the senior of the 
oo of Governor Skottow of Vir- 

n 


With regard to the Corbet baronetcy and 
estates; which are quite as valuable, a slight- 
ly more complicated procedure will have 
to be inaugurated. Landed estates that fall 
by inheritance to an outlaw become escheat 
to the crown. Now, if the homicide, Thom- 
as Powell, was living when his father and 
elder brothers died (and there is evidence 
to prove this), then in that case the estates 
should have been escheat to the crown. 
It is only on the mistaken assumption that 
Thomas Corbet was dead that they passed 
into the possession of one of the female 
branches of the family. | 
_ The procedure, therefore, to be inaugurat- 
ed-is as follows: A motion will be made 
in chancery applying to the crown to take 
possession of the Corbet property, on the 
ground that it should have been escheated 
to the latter on the death of the father and 
brothers of the homicide, Thomas Corbet. 
No lapse of time can bar any claim of the 
crown. 

Nowadays it is a practice of the crown to 
make a grant of all escheated property to 
the natura! heirs, and once thé crown holds 
the property it will be requested to do this 
These natural heirs will be elther young 
Sir Thomas Skottow, who vanished from 
Amiens in 1842, after the murder of his 
mother, or, failing him, the descendanis 
through the male line only of Governor Skot-" 

If none of these can be found then the 
property will pass into the possession of a 
barrister of the name of Skottow in London, 
and should he die without issue into rhe 
hands of a clergyman of the Church of Eng- 
land, and bearing the same name. 

Let me add in conclusion that deocumen- 
tary evidence exists at the College of Her- 
alds in the British Museum, and also among 
the Skottow family papers, authenticating 
in every particular the above extraordinary 
story.

This does 
not by any means intimate that there is n 
room for improvement.” ae, 
VISIT TO BETHLEHEM. 


On Sunday, the day after entering Jerusa- 
lem, the travelers will go to Bethlehem, 
only six miles away, for divine service in 
the Protestant church and a visit.to the 
Church of the Nativity. The Kaiser does 
not propose to linger among the scenes of 
enthralling biblical interest that will sur- 
round him here, but will return immediately 
to Jerusalem, after receiving a deputation 
of the Knights of St. John, together with 
the German church authorities. 

In the afternoon the plan is to attend 

service at the chufch on the Mount of Olives 
and visit that most pathetic of holy places, 
the Garden of Ge ane. 
This will tring the,Emperor up to the 
last day of the month, when he will take part 
in the consecfatidn of*the Church of the 
Savior, an act which, more than any «ther, 
“is credited with being the chief object of the 
pilgrimage. But even this important serv- 
ice is made subservient to the ptans for the 
rest of the day or which it takes place, for 
it ia set for early in the morning, so as not 
to interfere with or delay the drive to Jeri- 
cho fixed for later in.the day. 

The carriage road leads over the southern 
end of Mount Olivet, through the Village of 
‘Bethany, where the Empress intends to stop 
and inspect the house of Mary and Martha 
and the tomb of Lazarus.

AT THE “ WAILING PLACE.” 

The party will return to Jerusalem on Nov. 
2 and propose to spend all the next day in 
sightseeing and visiting German institu- 
tions, of which there are several in the 
city. On Nov. 4 the imperial couple will 
part, the Kaiserin paying a visit to the wall- 
ing place of the Jews, that wall before which 
he faithful mourn the fall of the ancient 
i. She will also take a carriage ride to the 
Pools of Solomon, a few miles in the direc- 
tion of Bethlehem. 

The Kaiser in the meantime will visit the 
ancient and interesting monastery or castle 
of St. Saba, through the gate of which no 
woman may pass under any circumstances. 
The history of this place runs back to the 
year 439, and in the course of centuries a 
vast edifice has been built into the crags 
which rise above the wild gorge of the 
Kishon, terrace surmounting terrace, so 
that one can hardly distinguish between 
the work of man and nature. 

After their day’s separation the Kaiser 
and Kaiserin will join suites again and leave 
Jerusalem on Nov. & for the return trip to 
‘Jaffa. This time they will take the railroad, 
the plan being to embark there for Haifa. 
There is to be continuous traveling until 
Haifa is reached, and on the following day 
the travelers will emerge again from. be- 
neath the shadows of Mount Carmel and 
journey to Nazareth, to which there now 
runs acarriage road. .

‘a College for Teachers. 


SCOPE OF THE SCHEME. 


Courses Largely Attended and Are 
Becoming Popular. 


DETAILS OF THE NEW PLAN. 


NE of the most hopeful signs for the 
educational future of Chicago is the 
eagerness with which the public 
school teachers are availing them- 
selves of the opportunities the Uni- 

versity of Chicago is offering in the College 
for Teachers. When the University of Chi- 
cago was first established it was welcomed 
by the people of the city as a great and de- 
sirable educational power, but no one then 
realized the wide influence it was destined to 


exert and the many ways in which the uni- 


versity authorities would try to render to 
the people of Chicago a full return for the 
generous support given the university. The 
university extension movement has brought 
university instruction to. the doors of all 
who desire to avail themselves of it, and 
amcng those who have profited by the upi- 
versity extension courses have been hun- 
dreds of school teachers. During the sum- 
mer the university has received within its 
walls an average of over a thousand teach- 
ers in schools and colleges who use their 
vacation in pursuing their studies either 
towards a university degree or towards the 
’ obtaining of special information from such 

especialists as the university only can bring 
them into contact with. The experience of 
the last five years has shown that so small 
a percentage of teachers has been injured 
fin health by pursuing their studies through 
the summer that it is believed the proportion 
is as low as would have existed if the same 
number of teachers were merely passing 
their summer in the usual vacation employ- 
ments. 

The university has been constantly re- 
quested to extend the privileges of real unt- 
versity work to other quarters of the year. 
The location of the university and the hours 
of recitation, convenient for students resid- 
ing near the campus and devoting them- 
selves entirely to their studies, are not suita- 
ble for those who live in other parts of the 
city and spend a large part of the day in 
teaching or other employment. 

President Harper, in his address at the con- 
vocation in January, 1898,. stated these 
facts and made an appeal for money with 
which to establish a college which teachers 
might be able to attend... The response to 
this appeal came in August in the form ofa 
gift from Mrs. Emmons Blaine to cover the 
expenses of such a college for five years. 
Rooms have been secured in the Fine Arts 
Building, formerly known as the Stude- 
baker Building, on Michigan avenue, just 
north of the Auditorium. This building is 
peculiarly adapted for the purpose,. being 
central in location and already the home of 
many literary, artistic, and educational or- 
ganizations. From the courses offered reg- 
wlarly in the colleges of the university a 
gelection has been made including those 
which are most likely to meet the desires of 
the teachers and which are most necessary 
for those beginning the work leading to a 


bachelor’s degree. 


Hours for Special Courses. 


’ These courses will be offered in the after- 

from 4:30 to 6:80, and in the evening 

7:30 to 9:80, and on Saturday. Most of 
the courses will meet in two two-hour ses- 
sions a week for twelve weeks. Some of 
them will meet in one session a week for 
twenty-four weeks. Each course meeting for 
twenty-four two-hour sessions constitutes 
one college major. Thirty-six such majors 
a@re required for graduation. The degrees 
for which students will be candidates are 
the same as those heretofore given by the 
university. 

It is apparent from whet has been said 
hat the College for Teachers deserves that 
mame, not because of offering some new 
Variety of courses intended for teachers 
exclusively, but because the hours and the 
place are convenient for teachers. In all 
other respects the regulations, as far as 

ble, are the same as those which prevail 

a the other colleges of the university. It 
is evidently impossible to require of students 
im the College for Teachers attendance at 
chapel, gymnasium, or division assemblies, 
' oF to prescribe the number of studies which 
gpust be taken at the sametime. The stu- 
dent will be encouraged to take as many 
Zoidies az time and strength will permit, 
but the health of the student is the prime 
requisite for successful college work or 


teaching. 

The requirements for admission to the 
College for Teachers are the same as at the 
university except that teachers in the pub- 
Hic schools of Chicago and vicinity who 
have completed a preparatory course 
equivalent to that of the Chicago high 
#@chools will be admitted without examina- 
tions. The requirements in English cover 
the usual high school course in rhetoric and 
Mmgiish iiterature; algebra and plane 
geometry are required; solid geometry is 
vecommended, but not required if a substi- 
tute is offered; two years of Latin are re- 
quired and four are recommended. Unless 
Greek is offered three years of French or 
German are required, and either one year 
of history and two of science, or two of 

and one of science. In case only 
two years’ work in Latin is offered four 
years work in science is required. Sub-

cept English, Algebra, geometry, physics,

FURNISH ALL BUT SIGHT. 


Manufacture of Glass Eyes Hae Been 
\ Perfected So That Detection Is 
Well Nigh Impossible. 


The duplication of the human eye in form, 
color, motion, in everything except the sight 
iteelf, is orfe of the great trlumphs of mcd- 
ern art. From all time men who have lost 
one of their organs of sight seem to have 
spade some attempt to remedy the deformity 
Among various people use has been made of 
told, brass, and porcelain in the construc- 
tion of artificial eyes, but until the early 
» portion of the eighteenth century their wear- 
ers must have found them unsatisfactory. 
About that period the French found that 
by a combination of glass and enamel the 
requisite lightness and finish could be se- 
cured. From that discovery the manufso- 
ture progressed gradually until it attained 
itspresent state of perfection. 

The popular idea fs that the artificial eye 


fills a cavity after the removal of the natural 
organ. In point of fact, the glass eye has 
about the same shape as a portion of an egg- 
shell cut off close to the smaller end. The 
white of the glass eye is one-fortieth of an 
inch thick, while the cornea, or the colored 
portion, is one-twentieth of a finch thick. 
The use of the enamel gives a perfectly 
emooth surface, under which are made, in 
exact reproduction of the natural eye, the 
ee veins seen covering the white por- 

om 

The cornea has a slight elevation, and in 
color can be made to match any orb. The 
edge of the glass is sometimes ground and 
used without any further Gnish. Ground 
edges are Jiable to produce Irritation. The 
best glass eyes are those which have deli- 
cately enameled edges, presenting, even un- 
der the microscope, no roughness of sur- 
face in any part.

The number of variations pro- 
duced by color, formation, and cause of de- 
struction to the eye is so great that even 
with thousands of glass eyes in stock it Is 
often necessary to manufacture one ex- 
pressty to suit a patient’s needs.

HEAT AT DIFFERENT LEVELS 


Eastern Scientists Are Making 
Some Experiments, 


TESTS IN. TEMPERATURE 


Length of the Cooling Off Periog 
to Be Determined, 


N the geological: laboratory of Harvard 
University an interesting series of expar. 
ments is being carried on to determing 
the age of the earth. The question ig an 
old one, and many guesses of more or 
less scientific exactness have been made ip 
the past endeavors to solve it.

ting of gold from deep levels and other ques- 
tions of deep shafting.

interior of the earth are hotter or colder 
than other parts, laying down rules of scien.

The investigations are being carried on 
under the auspices of the Rumford fund 


"and the professors who are conducting them 


are being supplied with material for the re- 
search by Professor Alexander Agassiz. Pro. 
fessor Agassiz is chief owner of the Calumet 
and Hecla mine, the deepest im the world. Ths 
upper levels of this mine have been worked 
out, but as the shafts have been driven 
deeper and deeper the ore continues as 
plentiful as ever. Immense fortunes have 
béen taken out of this great hole, and it is 
of value to scientists because tha shaft, be- 
ihg now nearly a mile deep, rmitted 
examination of the interior ©f the earth 
such as has not been had before.

At 5,502 the temperature was 128 de- 
grees. In another deep well, near Wheel- 
ing, Pa., the temperature at 4,500 feet is 119 
degrees.

Clear- 
ly the condition surrounding the os 
mines in Michigan was the result of the 
conductivity of the surrounding rock. Evi- 
dently this rock had not the power of con 
ducting heat and cold to the degree mani 
fested by rock in other parts of the earth ~ 
The internal heat of the earth does not rise ~ 
up through it as easily, for instance, as it 
does in the rock surrounding the well upon 
which Professor Hallock experimented, near 
Pittsburg, Pa. Just what is the difference, 
however, it is not so easy to determine, and 
this really is what Professors Pierce and 
Willison of Harvard are trying to find out. 
When- they have done so they will have es- 
tablished a basis of calculation from which 
some new facts may be gleaned, and upon 
which some startling theories may be built,

Far more glorified is the role of those 
couriers whe are in the permanent service 
of royalty, and who, disdaining the ordinary 
title of courier, describe themselves and 
figure on the roster of the royal household 


as “* Director” of “ His” or “ Her Majes- . 


ty’s journeys.”’ This office is far from being 
@ sinecure, and the responsibilities which it 
entails are of such an overwhelming charac- 
ter that the well-known courier of the Em- 
peror and Empress of Austria, the late 
Chevalier von Klaudy, was prostrated last 
year with an attack of congestion of the 
brain, followed shortly afterward by death, 
at the close of one of the journeys of the 
lamented Kaiserin from Vienna to Biarritz 
via Paris. This is a fatiguing trip even to the 
ordinary traveler, but to a functionary con- 
scientiously fulfilling duties such as fell to 
the lot of poor old Von Klaudy it was abso- 
lutely killing. N@t a moment's sleep was he 
able to snatch from one end of the trip to the 
He was responsible for the safety 
and for the comfort of his illustrious mis- 
tress. Wherever her special train stopped 
he had to see that the guards were stationed 
on either side of the carriage to prevent the 
approach of strangers. He had to attend to 
the refreshments for the imperial party, see 
that arrangements were made with the rail- 
road authorities for a clear track for the 
special train, for relays of engines, etc., and, 
in one word, to make sure that there should 
be no hitch or untoward event of any kind. 


In spite of all precautions, mishaps end ac- 
cidents, nevertheless, occasionally occur. 
Thus a few years ago the Prince of Wales, 
on his way to the south of France, had his 
private car coupled to the tail end of the 
express. By some means or other it got de- 
tached at Dijon, and the entire royal party 
was left behind. In fact, a special engine 
had to be chartered forthwith, and the ex- 
press was not caught until Lyons was 
reached. Queen Victoria has never met 
any railroad accident, but Prince Albert of 
Prussia, Regent of the Duchy of Brunswick, 
had his private car demolished last yearina 
collision, he himself miraculously escaping 
with nothing beyond a Shaking. The octo- 
fenarian Prince Regent of Bavaria has ex- 
perienced a similar mishap, while both the 
late Shah of Persia and Czar Alexander ITT. 
have each of them met with appalling rail- 
road accidents, attended by much loss of 
life; the now widowed Czarina and her 
youngest daughter, the Grand Duchess Olga, 
having to this day never entirely recovered 
tiom the catastroplte at Borki. 

As a rule when royalty is traveling, one or 
more of the directors of the line, as well as 
the divisional superintendents, accompany 
the train, and it naturally then becomes the 
duty of the “ director of the royal or imperial 
journeys " to express the thanks of the illus. 
trious travéler for the arrangements made 
and for the attention received. So it will 
readily be seen that a royal journey is a
